We feel certain that if emancipation were 
to take place to-morrow, and the Southern 
States had the powerto drive by law, all 
Use blacks beyond their limits, no one 
would entertain the project for a moment; 
for it would be only madness and self de- 
struction to get rid of one working class 
before the other stood ready to take its 
place. Providence has se woven together 
the life of the negro with that of the white 
in the South, that no sudden severing 
of the ties can be made without its being 
fatal to the white. If the negro is to disap- 
pear from all the region in which be is now 
to be found, the process will be a slow and 
gradual one. It is just as impossible for 
any one State alone to clear them out as it 
is for all united. Nothing would be more 
absurd than for the general government or 
any one State to pass a law of exclusion. 
Neither the United States, nor any one 
State can get rid of the blacks without the 
expense and labor of transporting them 
elsewhere. Emancipate the slaves in the 
South to-morrow, and we think, while the 
Free States might by severe legislation 
guard themselves against their inroads, the 
South could no more get rid of them by 
such means than she can of her mountains 
or gulfs. The question in the South would 
not be between permitting the blacks to ro- 
main there, or driving them ont; but be- 


tween continuing their freedom, or re-en- 


slaving them. 


AN IMPORTANT BILL. 

In July last, our representative in Con- 
gress, Hon. I. N. Arnold, introduced a bill 
in the House of Representatives, amending 
the naturalization laws so that foreiga born 
volunteers in our army, who shall be hon- 
orably discharged from service, can be nat- 
uralized on one year’s residence. The bill 
was laid over at the July session, but was 
called up during the present session by 
Mr. Arnold, and passed on the lich inst. 
It will undoubtedly pass the Senate. Mr.

EQUAL BEPHRESENTATION, 


We have not opposed the new constitation 
on party grounds, but upon the numerous bad 
and dangerous provisions of a general and 
financial character which itcontains. But the 
secession paper of this city ssscrts that the 
apportionment article is perfectly fair to the 
north half of the State, and to the Republican 
party.

A The power ls applied to the brakes by means 
of atambling or revolving rod under each 
ear, supported by suitable bearings. These 
revolving rods are connected between the cars 
by two universal joints, and one slide jolat. 
The slide joint, consists of a square funnel and 
slide, which is held together only by the coup- 
ler or draft head of the ear. The slide passes 
into the funnel by the simple act of bringing 
the cars together, and has perfect freedom of 
action when the cars are in motion, but caa- 
not draw out so long ag the cars remain 
coupled. Each funnel and slide is supported 


| by a yoke spriog,so as to be raised or depressed 


to suit the different heights of cars. These 
funnels and slide are also 80 arranged as to 
meet the ¢ontingeney of cars coming luto 
the train, with ends reversed. These connec- 
tions of the revolving rods between the cars, 
adwit of entire freedom of action or motion 
to each car, and render the braking of the 
longest train on the shortest curve, easy and 
safe. Indeed a complete circle may be formed 
of cars in motion with a sufficient number of 


cars. 

6. The whole train can be broken dy hand, 
from any car ip the train, ag well as from the 
engine, and amy one car im the train can be 
broken, without interfering with the means 
by which the continuous braking la effected; 
and with much greater ease and much more 
is now done. 

7. The intermediate means been the 
tumbling rod and the braker, by which the 
shoes are made to press upon the wheel, are 
simple, easy of application te the cars now in 
use, and powerfully effective. The braking 
bars, shoes, rods and chains now used ia 
braking, can all be used when this invention 
is applied, so that the cost of putting it on a 
train of cars will be trifing, compared with 
the immense work it performs, and the 
money, life and property which it will save. 

8. This invention makes complete provision 
egainst the sliding ofthe wheels of cars, which 
is a source of eo much loss and danger to rall- 
roads. The engineer is able to place upon the 
wheels any amount of braking power above 
minimum, and ep to the maximum; but he 
cannot go beyond the maximuin, a0 as lo slide the 
wheels or break the machinery. 

9. An interesting part of thie invention is 
an indicator, of very simple eonstruction, 
which exables the engineer at any time to see 
bow much braking power he bas placed upon 
his train, and to know precisely how much 
will stop his train at any water tank, wood pile 
or station. 

10, By this brake, each car in a train is bro- 
ken im its place, and as all are broken at the 
same moment, no car is drawn against the car 
to which it ls coupled. The front car in atrain 
is broken no sooner than the last one. 

II. The engineer has the means ot throwing 
off the brakes when the train is in motion, in 
whole or in part; and when the train is bro 
ken and at reat, be can throw off all the brakes 
in a moment. 

12. So lang as contivaity of power is pre- 
served, the train can be effectually broken by 
the engineer under al! circumstances, it mat 
ters not what the situation of the train may 
de; and, wher the train is separated by acci- 
dent or disaster, the brakes are instantly ap 
plied from the rear car: —the breaking of the 
continuity releasing a new power, and instant- 
ly applying it to the tambling rod 80 at to 
simultaneously wind up the brakes of each 
car with which it is In connection. 

It is claimed, and we think justly, aftera 
careful examinatien of the models and princi- 
ples involved, that this brake mects all the 
ordinary and extraordinary demands, both in 
its application to passenger and freight cara, 
im braking; and, that it may be safely and 
practically applied to the longest trains. It 
provides effectually for ali contingeucies, and 
poseecsses the qualities of cfliclency, economy 
and safety. When this brake is used with 
ordinary care on the part of the engineer, dis 
asters which could be prevented by braking 
would be almost impossible. It also seems 
to us to appeal strongly to the interests of 
rallzoads in the large sums of money saved 
in disbursements aunually (o the companies 
adopting it; and still more strongly to the 
public generally in the protection it will un- 
doubtedly afford to property and human life. 
This last consideration is of sach incalculable 
Importance that it must, in our opinion, se- 
eure its early and universal adoption, and we 
earnestly commend it to the attention of rail- 
road men and the public generally as fally 
meriipy their exandp.tion and confidence. 

Arrsugements are now being made o put it
